THE UNITED STATES 


Reading ceftain United States 
newspapers and magazines, and 
listening to some of its radio com- 
mentators, one might get the idea 
that the development of the atom 
bomb was a purely American 
achievemetit—and that it is nothing 
short of impertinence for, Britain 
or Canada to expect to sharé in the 
secrets, P 

Some American writers, however, 
take a saner view; and from an 
asticle by Ernest K. Lindley in 
NEWSWEEK I quote the follow- 


“Britain began work on the de- 
velopment of the atom bomb before 
we did, An exchange of atomic 
information between the two coun- 
tries. began in 1940—In 1943 
Churchill and‘ Roosevelt agreed 
. that the two programs should be 
fused—The Bfitish halted nearly all 
of their research and development 
projects and moved most of pheir 
key atonfic scientists to this coun- 
try. Their accomplishments at this 
time had gone considerably. beyond 
the research state. 

“Members of the British ‘team’ 
im the United States worked hand 
in hand with the Americans on 
gome of the most secret computa- 
tions and processes, including the 
actual assembly of bombs at Los 
Alamos. : 

“Our Atomic Energy Act of 1946, 
however, put Britain and Canada 
on the same basis as other foreign 
countries. It ptohibited the Atomic 
Energy Commission from exchang- 
ing information with other nations 
—and from distributing fissionable 
materials to any person outside the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 
The question of British and Cana- 
dian equities received little con- 
sideration at that time chiefly be- 
cause the governments of all three 
countries looked forward to the 
¢reation of an atomic authority 
wnder the United Nations. That 
hope was gradually strangled by 
the Soviet Union. - 

Mr, Lindley goes on to tell how 
the United States Act prohibits the 
Commission from giving a vast and 
growing amount of technical m- 
formation which Britain 4nd Can- 
ada want, and to which they feel 
edtitied. He also points out that the 
thief sources of high-grade uranium 
ore are Canada and the Belgian 
Congo, where the British have cer- 
fain contractural rights which 
might be used to cut off supplies

GOES ON 


POLAND 


“There'll be pie in the sky bye- 
and-bye’ would seem to be the 
theme-song in Poland, where every- 
body who has anything to do with 
running the country, from President 
Bierut down, seems to be fairly 
gushing enthusiasm for the new 6- 
year plan of economic, recovery. 


The new program is scheduled 
to start around December Ist, 
which is the tentative date fixed 
for completion of the first three- 
year plan which started in 1946, 


Right now the accent is on what 
eomes next. The Communist-domin- 
ated Government predicts that by 
1955 the following things, among 
many others, will have come to 
pass; ie 

National income will be 97 per 
cent higher than in 1949; produc- 
tion in state-owned industries will 
rise 114 per cent; Poland will be 
producing 110,000 motor vehicles 
annually including 60,000 trucks; 
sigar production will jump from 
an expected high this year of 620,- 
000 tons to 900,000 tons; 600,000 
new homes will be built at a cost 
of $725,000,000. 


And that is by no means. all. 
Educational facilities will be ex- 
tended by 181 per cent; radio re- 
ceiving apparatus will be increased 
from the present million sets to 
two and a half million; the Polish 
meérchant fleet will be tripled, and 
there will-be plenty more which I 
haven't space to detail here. 


But there's just otie factor which 
I would advise being taken into 
consideration before you decide to 
turn your back on Canada and set 
gail for Poland. Whatever Poland 
needs in the way of capital goods 
for all this expansion, it expects 
to get largely from Soviet Russia 
during the next six years. ; 

Well, as the fellow said, they 
can't jail you for hoping.

Paul’s, London, visitors will find a 
collection of historic 
documents which has just been 
added to the library. These docu- 
ments belong to the Tudor age-—to 
the beginnings of the Reformation 
under Henry VIII and its estab- 
Méehment by his daughter, Elizabeth.

FISH STORY 
LIGHTNING BOLT 
KILLS TROUT 


This is the story of the fish that 
were struck by. lightning and were 
electrocuted. 

Pete McGillen, reporting it Friday 
in his Toronto Daily Telegram column 
“Outdoors,” attributes it to Herb 
Rodregueand J. Swan, of Harcourt, 
Ont., in the Haliburton district. 

The two men were camped on the 
shore of an unidentified lake in the 
district when lightning split a tree 
on the opposite shore and set it afire. 
They paddled across anc found a doz- 
en large speckled trout floating on 
the lake surface. , 

They picked up eight, all more than 
15 inches in length, while the others 
revived and swam away. 

Two days later, they returned and 
counted more than 50 large trout 
dead on the lake surface. They appar- 
ently were killed by the lightning 
stroke.

Want A Lot Of Gold? 
O.K. — Just Dig! 


Underneath the earth’s crust is a 
“heart of gold,” says Dr. Harrison 
Brown of the University of Ohl- 
cago. 

In a recent physics seminar at 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, Dr, Brown disclosed his 
belief that there is enough gold and 
platinum to plate the earth's entire 
surface several yards thick in a 
hitherto untapped source. 

The prospector seeking these 
bonanzas will not need the tradi- 
tional pick and pan. The faithful 
burro can be put out to pasture 
permanently. But a grubstake of 


giant proportions would be neces-, 


gary. 

If Dr. Brown’s theory is correct, 
a hole some 1,500 to 2,000 miles deep 
would be required to tap these 
rich deposits. He believes that 
most of the precious metals in the 
earth were concentrated in the iron- 
nickel core of the earth when ft 
was formed, 

This has been determined, ac- 
cording to Dr. Brown, by the ex- 
amination of meteorites which he 
believes may be portions of a planet 
similar to the earth in properties. 

Should the prospector become 
discouraged at the thought of such 
extensive boring into the earth’s 
center, he may prefer to look for 
uranium. This newly precious metal, 
says Dr. Brown, was deposited in 
the earth's outer crust.

Hallel psalms which was sung at 
the feasts. Accordingly Jesus and 
the apostles sang this psalm after 
the last supper.

We marvel to think of Jesus 
singing on, this night a few hours 
before His crucifixion, “This is. the 
day which the Lord hath made; we 
will rejoice and be glad in it.”

GREAT BRITAIN 


“Never in the course of human 
affairs has such great havoc been 
wrought by such small men,” was 
one of the striking phrases from 
Winston Churchill’s apeech to the 
forty theusand Tory faithful who 


oie the football stadium at 
olyerhampton — a crowd which 
greeted its leader with such a 
terific rendition of “Land of Hope 
and Glory” that it brought tears to 
QOhurchill’s eyes and caused his 
dhin to tremble with emotion. 


But Churchill in his speech not 
only refrained from criticizing the 
social services of the welfare state, 
but claimed credit for their imtro- 
duction by pre-Socialist Tory Gov- 
ernments -——- causing still further 
muttering in the ranks of the Con- 
servatives who believe that the 
party badly needs a new peacetime 
leader. 

Here is how the smuation looks 
to a neutral—Fred Vanderschmidt, 
chief of the London Bureau of 
NEWSWEEK, a journal that cer- 
tainly has no Socialistic or Leftist 
leanings. 

“The Tories’ failure to propose 
just now that the British take the 
hard way out of their troubles is a 
tribute to the success of Socialist 
Si Rel ag which accuses the 

ories of planning large-scale un- 
employment when and if they come 
to power. Unemployment atill is 
the most-feared word in the lan- 
guage of England. 

“The Conservatives have ob- 
viously. gained some ground since. 
Britain’s latest trouble came out in 
the open. Nevertheless few shrewd 
Britons would yet give even money 
on a Tory victory. Indeed many 
businessmen who ordinarily would 
like ta see the Conservatives in 
power fear this would soon be fol- 
lowed by labor troubles. That is 
why they are talking again of a 
national government, perhaps head- 
ed by Sir Stafford Cripps. Yet this 
remains a very doubtful prospect. 


“Now that they have had time for 
reflection, some thoughtful Britons 
are beginning to say that the 
origins of the high-cost area in 
which Britain’s economy now. finds 
itself stranded go back at least two 
decades before the present Socialist 
regime. The seeds of trouble were 
planted in the 1920s when the im- 
dustrialists thought it safer and 
easier to take their profits out in 
dividends rather than maintain and 
improve their capital equipment.

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QOut in some of the western states 
the grasshopper plague has reached 
terrific dimensions, and the end 
isn’t by any means in sight. One 
nesting area in Wyoming was re- 
ported in June with a grasshopper 
population of 1500 per square yard 
—and a population of 30 to 200 is 
considered critical. 

* * * 

In that same week hoppers by 
the million were stripping hay 
fields and peach and apricot or- 
chards over a path two and a half 
miles wide in eastern Oregon. A 
population of two million per acre 
was estimated in eastern Kansas, 
with crop losses of as high as 25 
per cent. By late June the hoppers 
in the plains states were growing 
wings and beginning to move out 
ot fence rows and covered areas 
into the Gelds. 

* # + 

But even Wyoming's nesting area 
concentration seemed small com- 
pared to that found in Nevada by 
July 1. There a population ranging 

to 2500 per square yard was 
found in 188,000 acres of egg beds. 
A migratory horde covering 3000 
aquare miles—40 miles wide, 75 
miles long——-was eating its way out 
ot Nevada and into northern Cali- 
fornia and southern Oregon at a 
rate of two to six miles a day, 
and the ee was from three 
to fifty aduits per square yard 
over that whole vast area. 

* * . * 

Quite naturally, all this is fear- 
some news for farmers of the Plaine 
and Mountain States, most of 
whom remember how grasshoppers 
eompleted the ruin begun by heat 
and drought in the dust bowl of 
the Nineteen Thirties, when, in 
some places, the insects were #0 
thick on railroad tracks that loco- 
motive wheels spun uselessly, Au- 
tomobile traffic, too, wa# halted for 
days in eastern Colorado and weet- 
ern Kansas because roads were 
solid. with the insects. 

* * & 


Still living in Kansas and Ne- 
braska are people who remember 
the year 1874, when, in late July 
and August, grasshoppers, winged 
their way out of the northwest in 
alouds so thick that they hid the 
éun for hours and swept much «of 


oe states clean of green vegetatign. 


he ‘hoppers’ special yen for 
onions, both the green tops and 
bulbs below the ground, led one 
Nebraska old-timer to swear that 
he could smell onion on the breath 
of a horde of the insects that swept 
past his door. Hundreds of settlers 
were forced to abandon their home- 
ateads that year, and hundreds more 
would have been driven out had 
not relief supplies come out of 
the East. 

* * * 

We call them grasshdppers, but 
actually they're the “locusts” men- 
tioned in the Bible. Against man’s 
intelligence the hopper pits its 
enormous capacity to (1) repro- 
duce and (2) eat. It is a short- 
feeler insect with hard teeth and 
powerfully muscled jaws, capable 
of biting off and chewing up solid 
materials with remarkable rapidity. 
(In 1874, even sweat--soaked pitch- 
fork handles and saddles were at- 
tacked.) It has preferences in -food 
—it likes corn and dislikes sorg- 
hum, for example—but it can eat 
and digest almost anything, and 
does so in a plague year. 

* * +” 

Like all insects, it wears it skel- 
eton on the outside—a marvelous 
chemical compound ‘called chitin 
which sheathes the whole of its 
body. This flexible armor is tre- 
mendously tough, light and shatter- 
proof, and resistant to alkali and 
acid compounds which would eat 
the clothing, flesh and bones of 
man. To it are attached muscles 
go arranged around catapult-like 
hind, legs as to enable the ‘hopper 
to hop, if so diminutive a term can 
describe so prodigious a leap as 
ten. or twelve feet—about 150 times 
the length of the one-inch or so 


long insect. The equivalent feat for 
a man would be a casual jump, 
from a standing position, over the 
Washington Monument, according 
to a writer in the New York 


Times. 
a * * 


Generally speaking, and contrary 
tO appearance, a grasshopper does 
look before it leaps. Careful ob- 
servers assert that ordinarily the 
creature chooses a landing place 
and judges the distance before i 
takes off. It does so through com 
pound eyes made up of thousands 
ot little eyes whose images © fuse 
into one in the grasshopper’s small 
brain. 

s * = 

The eyes are protected by a 
sheet of transparent chitin through 
which the “hopper can see: all 
around itself, front and back, for 
a distafee of several feet. For 
close work, however, the ‘hopper 
has a set of three simple eyes, 
very small, one over the base of 
each, feeler and one halfway be- 
tween the feelers. Through these 
it can clearly see objects within 
a few inches of its face. 

oa e * 

But a scared grasshopper cer- 
tainly does not look before it 
leaps. As a matter of fact, it can’t 
see as far as it can jump—and it 
jumps as far as it can when scared. 
It seeks to mitigate the danger of 
this blind leaping by never jumping 
twice’ successively in the same di- 
rection; the ‘leaps follow a zigzag 
pattern. Even so, it often jumps 
directly into some fatal snare—a 
spider web, a bird's beak, a pool 
of water. ; 
* * € 

‘la the fall the female ‘hopper 
seeks out.a well-packed well-drain- 
ed spot in the earth and thrust into 
it the pointed tip of her abdomen. 
She bores down, employing four 
hard prongs which can press to- 
gether or spread out, like the ex- 
panding reamer used by well-dig: 
gers. Thus she can pack the soil 
against the sides of the hole being 
bored, without bringing any loose 
dirt to the surface. When she can 
go down no farther, she lays two 
or three dozen tiny eggs each tan. 
colored, cucumber ~ shaped, and 
covered with wet glue. 

# + * 

In thegepring the eggs—those 
not eaten by maggots, skunks, and 
80 on—hatch out baby grasshop., 
‘pers, which skip the caterpillar 
stage common to most insects. 
Each infant, clad in a transparent 
hatching skin which considerably 
hampers its movement, climbs 
painfully out of the hole, shrugs 
off the filmy envelope, and promptly 
begins to eat. It grows at a rather 
terrifying rate until its inner self 
is severely cramped by its outer 
shell, at which point it sheds its 
chitin surface and grows a new 
and larger one. It does this six 
times on the average during the 
next several weeks, developing 
wing stubs on the fourth molt, 
half-grown wings at the fifth and 
full-grown one at the sixth or adult 
stage. :

Which should be about enough 
regarding grasshoppers for now— 
except to afd the sincere hope that 
they never get a notion to turn 
east, and come heading this way 
in their billions.

In the streets of any African city, 
on any working day, the strains of 
musical voices can be heard from 
the most tinexpected places; for, 
ta the African native, “working to 
music” is as old as are all the other 
customs which have come down to 
him through the ages, whose origins 
are lost in the dim avenues of the 
past.

True, the modern idea is machine- 
made music, while that of the Afri- 
can is of his own making—weird 
and strange as is all native music— 
but, on every occasion where man- 
ual work is to be accomplished, the 
strains of native voices blended in 
perfect harmony accompanies it as 
surely aa night follows day. 

The road-menders sing as they 
ply their. picks and shovels—the men 
who cut the long grass which in this 
luscious soil grows so quickly on 
each side if the roads — it is all one 
which job they are on; they just 
“work to music.”

For this is the custom: of the 
native in his home, and those who 
have migrated to the citica have 
brought the custom with them— 
bringing with it into the hot arid 
streets a breath of cool green veld, 
of deep hillkopjes, and lonely kraals 
set on blue hillsides, For each song 
of the native people has jts own 
particular meaning, typifying some 
event of their daily lives.

The African nauyes have evolved 
their own idea of “working to 
music”; and the procedure is always 
the same, be it work with pick or 
shovel or with any other imple- 
ment. o 

Should they be breaking up a 
road, the fall of pick and shovel is 
as regularly timed as the tramp of 
marching feet. 

The first note of a chant is sound- 
ed by a leader—the melody is taken 
up by the gang as they raise their 
picks—and, on the Jast note of the 
chant, the picks come down in per- 
fect unison, 

Should the dragging of a heavy 
load be their objective, the same 
procedure is adopted; each man 
waits for, the note of the leader, 
then the concerted rhythm, and the 
final note for the “pull.”

If the passer-by has ears to hear, 
he will realize that the native sing- 
ers suit their songs to the moods of 
nature. 

In the gold of an African sunlit 
day, the songs are gay and happy. 
They tell of dances and feasting, of 
weddings and rejoicings, and of 
those daily events which come to 
all, whatever their race or color. 

On days when the skies are gray 
and lowering, when the mist hides 
the gold and veils the blue of an 
African day, their songs contain ia 
their chanting all the sadness of the 
African people.

In these low sad chi 
are the rain and the mists that settle 
in the hearts of the African natives 
when the. sunlight is hidden, for 
they are a sun-loving people. 

But, rain or shine, gray skies or 
blue, the gangs of African natives 
“work to music.” For this idea le 
not a modern one, but aa old as the 
deep blue hills which are the heet- 
tage of the African people.

Q. How can I remove rust stains 
from white materials? 

A. By soaking the spots with 
lemon juice, and then i 
salt over the stained area. Lay the 
garment in the sun until the spot 
disappears. Several applications 
‘may be necessary. Wash fabric 
after spot disappears. 

Q. How can I make putty? 

A. Putty can be made merely by 
mixing linseed oi] with sifted whit- 
ing until the proper consistency is 
acquired, 

(Q. How can I remove scratches 
from silverware? 

A. Purchase a small quantity of 
putty powder, put it into a saucer 
and add just enough olive oil to 
make a paste. Rub this on the sil- 
ver with a soft flannel cloth, then 
polish with a chamois and the 
scratches will disappear. 

Q. How can I freshen rancid but- 
ter’ 

A. By melting and skimming, 
then putting into it a fresh piece of 
toast. The toast will absorb the 
odor. 

Q. How can’ 1 stop hiccoughs? 

A. They can usually be stopped 
very quickly by taking a teaspoonful 
of granulated sugar and vinegar. If 
it does not give relief, repeat the 
dose. 

©. How can | overcome the an- 
noyance of a window sash that is 
difficult to raise and lower? 

A. By pouring a small amount of 
hot lard between the window frame 
and the casing, and also smearing 
it along the sash cord and on the 
roller. 

Q. How can I make cut flowers 


last longer? 


A. Add two or three small pieces | 
of white soap to the water ‘in which - 
they stand.

Canning and preserving is an aw- 
ful chore, especially when the wea- 
ther is hot. But along about next 
January or February you're not go- 
ing to think it was too much trouble 
when you fake a peep into your 
fruit cellar or cupboard and _ see 
those shining rows of good things. 

So perhaps it might be welcome 
to some of you if, instead of giving 
you any reciges today, I publish a 
general talk on canning; so here 
goes. :

The two methods of canning 
fruit are commonly described as 
the “hot pack”, and the “cold pack”. 
This merely refers to the condition 
of the fruit when it is placed in the 
container. 

The cold pack method refers to 
the practice of placing the prepared 
pieces of fruit in the container and 
eovering with hot syrup. 

The hot pack method refers to 
the heating of the fruit to a boil 
‘with a little added water and sugar 
before it is placed in the eontainer, 
The method results in broken pieces 
and a more or less stewed product. 
The first method retains the natural 
shape of the pieces and is the meth- 
od commonly used, in commercial 
canning.

As the hot pack method reduces 
the number of containers required 
by 40 to 50 per cent, many house- 
wives will prefer to use this method, 
even though the appearance of the 
resulting product is not quite so 
attractive as is obtained by the cold 


pack method.

Directions for Cold Pack Method 


Use this method for canning 
Cherries, Apricots, Peaches, Pears, 
Plums and Prunes. 


1. Test the jars to see that they 
make an airtight seal. .Wash in 
warm soapy water. Put in a con- 
tainer of hot water and bring to a 
boil, 

2 Make a thin Syrup, 
cups of water to 1 omp sugar. 
5 minutes. 

3. Select fruit that is fresh and at 
the proper stage of maturity. Wash 
and prepare the fruit into pieces 
suitable for serving. Pack into hot 
jars. Take care to see that no bits 
of fruit interfere ,with the seal. 

4. Fill the glass-top jars full to 
overflowing with boiling hot syrup. 
Fill the metal-top jars to within one 
inch of the top. Partly seal the jars, 
using the special technique required 
for each type of jar.

Birds Have Housine 
Problems Too 


One of the most remote of 
British bird sanctuaries is the Farne 
Islands off the North East coast of 
Northumberland. J. C. Clarke paid 
a visit there recently and described 
the kittiwakes, cormorants, shags, 
puffins guillemots, razorbills, terns 
and eider ducks that are there in 
their myriads. Human beings, it 
seems, are not the only ones who 
have a housing shortage. Every 
ledge on Staple and Brownsman— 


' two of the largest islands—seems to 


be filled by kittiwakes with their 


-dove grey backs, black legs and 


cowslip yellow beaks all turned in 
to face towards the rocks, ignoring 
the beauties of the seaward view. 
Bronze green and black shags with 
a thin crest on their heads in the 
breeding season, open their brilliant 
yellow gapes wide and squawk 
hoarsely and protestingly at intrud- 
e-s who dare to disturb their 
privacy. Their emerald\green eyes 
view visitors with profound disgust, 
a disgust which. visitors, in their 
turn, feel towards the cormorants 
on the Megstone and Wawmes 
rocks, whose pungent smell and in- 
sanitary habits proclaim their exist- 


ence more loudly than their cries 
do. 


It’s A Pushover 


The .sea- around the many Farne 
islands-is peppered with puffins and 
guillemots and Staple is notable 
for what mus be one of the most 
crowded bird housing estates in the 
country, There are ledges in plenty 
on the Farnes, but the guillemots 
have an illogical penchant. for the 
Pinnacles, three high rocks on 
Staple. Here they crowd in aston- 
ishing numbers, pushing and jos- 
tling together like . crowd watch- 
ing. a state procession, jostling so 
violently that their precious eggs 
are frequently pushed into the sea, 
The puffins re wiser, solemn, por- 
tentous little birds that look like 
aldermen, They stand quietly until 
the visitor is almost within touching 
distance when they launch off from

Eider Ducks and Eiderdowns 


The Farnes have two great glor- 
ies in the bird line. 
colonies of Arctic terns, 
with a few Sandwich terns and a 
dozen or s. pairs of the rare 
Roseate Terns, those supremely ele- 
gant sea swallows which, besides 
their sooty Htads, ash gray backs 
and wings and enchantingly long 
tail streamers» have a faint but un- 
mistakable tinge of rosy pink. on 
their breats, The other is the eider 
duck whose only English breeding 
places are the Farnes and Coquet 
Island nearby, These duck, known 
to the average citizen only as pro~- 
viders of eiderdowns, nest all over 
Inner Farne and any careless visitor 
migat tread on them, The female is 
speckled brown and black but her 
husband jis one of the handsomest 
ducks, a fine black and white bird 
whose breast in the breeding season 
is suffused vith salmon pink while 
;his neck has wonderful patches of 
rich sage green on the back.

Hopes To Turn 
Night Into Day 


Is is possible to turn night into 
day an1 do away with darkness? 
It may be so in a few years if 


Beience is given a free hand. Fantas- 


tic’ as it sounds, experiments are 
being made to convert the whole 
night sky into a glowing bowl of 
soft light similar to full moonlight. 
This would illuminate entire cities 
and do away with the need for 
street lighting. It would reduce road 
and, rail accidents at night, make 
flying safe, and prolong our leisure 
hours. 


Fiench scientist, Etienne Vassay, 
haé been working on this problem 
for twenty years. At first his theor- 
ies merely caused amusement. To- 
day, as a result of information 
brought down from the upper at- 
mosphere by super-rockets, scien- 
tists are convinced that M, Vassay's 
theories hold more than mere 
amusement value. 


The whole scheme of turning 
night into day is based on the 
phenomenon known as_ electro- 
luminescence. This can be seen on 
a small scale when fluorescent light- 
ing is switched on. The electricity 
flowing through the tubes causes 
the gas inside the tubes to glow and 
give off light. 

On a big scale it can be sees in 
the Northern Lights, or Ayrora 
Borealis. These appear in the sky 
chiefly in northern latitudes as 
either a whitish are of light or 
quivering, rapidly-moving beams. 


Particles Of Light 


lt has been discovered that the 
average height of. this band of illu- 
mination’ is about seventy miles, 
The luminosity is thought to be 
caused by charged particles reach- 
ing the earth from outer space, most 
probably from the sun. 

These particles are deflected to- 
wards the North and South Poles 
by the earth’s magnetic field, ac- 
cording to the known rays of mag- 
netism. There, as they ‘enter the 
atmosphere, they collide with the 
atoms and molecules of the upper 
atmosphere and emit light in much 
the same way as in fluorescent 
lighting. 


Tremendous Cost 


It is this phenomenon that scien- 
tists are now trying to repeat arti- 
fically, They are trying to create 
light in the night sky by throwning 
out rays into the upper atmosphere, 
where they will collide with the 
tiny particles known to swarm 
there. The collisions would cause 
countless billions of particles to 
glow and shed light on the earth. 

Gigantic transmitters would be 
used, somewhat like those used for 
television stations. The cost would 


be tremendous, but would be 
countered by the fact that one 
transmitter would serve a huge 


area—perhaps a whole country.

be served. But too often common 
cooking methods leave vegetables 
soggy and colorless. So we review do's 
and don'ts to encourage you to keep 
the true color and goodness of fresh 

1. Never use soda in cooking vege- 
‘tables. It destroys some of the vit- 
amins and flavor. 

. Recommended cooking methods 
are baking, steaming, and steam- 
boiling. This latter method is 
cooking in as small a quantity of 
water as possible, such as half an 
inch, It is recommended for young 
fresh garden vegetables. 

. Over-cooking and too much water 

- cause loss of minerals and vita- 
mins and destruction of true col- 
or and flavor. 

4. ‘The liquid in which a vegetable has 
beeh cooked or canned should be 
used for soups, cream sauces, gra- 
vies or vegetable juice drinks. 

. Fresh or dried herbs, leaves from 
celery tops often add flavor and 
variety to vegetables or other 
dishes. 
. Berve raw vegetables once a day. 
. Scrub tender ‘young vegetables. 
- Trim wisely. When you peel, peel 
thin. When ,.you cut, cut even 
pieces. When prepared, do not al- 
low them to stand in a warm room 
keep in a small amount of water in 
the. refrigerator. Better still, pre- 
pare vegetables in time to dash 
them onto the stove to cook. 

_ No matter what some people say, 

a tight-fitting cover maintains an 

even, constant boiling point and 

prevents too much steam escaping 
therefore reduces the danger of 
burning dry. 

10. When the pot of vegetables begins 
to boil, -reduce the heat to keep 
boiling, but never allow 4 “rush- 
ing’\ boil. 

11. Do not cook to death. Keep track 
of the time. When a fork can be 
gently pushed into a piece, drain 
the liquid into an enamel or heat- 
resistant glass jar. 


12. To serve as a buttered vegetable 
shake the fresh cooked food over 
a warm electric element, then add 
1 tablespoon of butter for each cup 
of vegetables. Fold a piece of 
cheesecloth over the food if it is 
immediately.

PLANS BEING MADE FOR 


Municipalities across Ontario will 
receive invitations to send students 
to the new police training school 
scheduled to open at Ajax next month. 
Deputy Attorney-General ‘Magone an- 
nounced. Both recruits and active 
police ‘officers desiring refresher 
courses will be accepted at the school. 

Courses at the province-operated 
school, to occupy buildings formerly 
used at Ajax by the University of 
Toronto, will include use of firearms, 
criminal law, giving testimony in 
court and technical lectures by such 
authorities as Dr. Joslyn Rogers, pro- 
vincial pathologist. 

Head of the new training school 
will be Inspector Wilfred H. Clark, 
of the OPP’s Criminal Investigation 
Branch, yaaa 

Size of the staff has not yet been 
decided, because this, like other de- 
tails, is dependent upon how many 
municipalities take advantage of’ the 
provincial offer to have their police 
officers learn the latest methods of 
conmbatting crime. 

At present it is anticipated courses 
will run from six to seven weeks for 
beginners recommended by municipal 
authorities. Pefresher courses for 
seasoned officers are expected to be 
shorter. 

With the current preoccupation 
with crime in the province, it is be- 
lieved many municipal police bodies 
will jump at the chance to have their 
men trained by experts. For this 
reason, provincial authorities are 
stepping up plans for the new school 
in the hope of opening some time in 
September.

PALESTINE 

Some fourteen months ago Count 
Folke Bernadotte of Sweden said 
that the chances of restoring peace 
between the Arabs and the Israelis 
were about 100 to 1. In the interim 
ten administrators and soldiers in 
the service of the United Nations 
died violently in the attempt. 

But the “long shot” seems to 
have come off, Just recently Berna- 
dotte’s successor—Acting Meriator 
Ralph J. Bunche—was able to re- 

rt to the Security Council that 
or he mission of the Mediator has 
been fufilled.” 

This was Bunche’s final Palestine 
report. With armistices arranged 
between the Arab States and Israel 
covering the entire fighting front. 
he said that the job of negotiating 
a definite peace settlement should 
be left to-the three-power—( France. 
Turkey, the United States)—Con- 
ciliation Commission at Lausanne 
in Switzerland. 

The commission's talk with Jews 
and Arabs had bogged down last 
June over the question of returning 
to Israel the six or seven hundred 
thousand Arab refugees put to 
flight by the war. But under prod- 
ding by the United States, Israeli 
negotiators recently returned to 
Lausanne prepared to ‘make a 
definite offer aimed at breaking the 
jam — the acceptance of some one 
hundred thousand of the refugees 
iy return for the Arab States’ ac- 
ceptance of a final and definite 
peace treaty. 


GERMANY 


As chaplains read out the names 
of 39 British and 31 American fliers 
who had host their lives in the great 
Allied airlift to Berlin, the strains 
of “The Last Post” and “Taps” 
floated\ across the airfield at Fass- 
berg.in the British zone of Ger- 
many. This Allied memorial service 


marked the beginning of the end* 


of the unique operation. 

Since the end of the Russian 
blockade last May stockpiles of 
food, gasoline and coal in the Ger- 
man capital have grown to nearly 
one million tons, and are becoming 
too large to handle. So the 30,000 
British and Americans who were 
operating more than 300 airlift 
planes are being gradually rede- 
ployed. By the end of October less 
than half the original number of 
transport planes will remain in 
Germany. 

Just for the record: since June 
26, 1948 those flires carried some 
2,220,000 tons of supplies on nearly 
275,000 flights totalling over a hun- 
dred million flying miles. One one 
day alone — last April 16 — they 
flew in 13,000 tons. 

But there’s always a drawback, it 
seems. In Berlin, the discharge ot 
thousands of freight handlers will 
add to an already serious unemploy- 
ment problem. And those Berliners 
who remaih deep in the Russian 
zone of the city are likely to miss 
the familiar, reassuring sound of 
those friendly airplane engines 
sounding from above. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

Were the ‘good old days’ really 
so good, after all? was the question 
brought to many British minds 
when Prime Minister Clement Att- 
lee raked over some between-wars 
history in an electioneering speech 
toward the end of July. In it Attlee 
flung at the Conservatives Winston 
Churchill’s recent blast at the “dis 
astrous rule” of the Labor Party. 

“How disgraceful it is to try 
and ‘make people believe all our 
difficulties are due to Socialist mis- 
management.” Then he quoted the 
Conservative Party Chairman, Lord 
Woolton, as having admitted that, 
before the war, “not less than 25 
per cent were suffering from mal- 


nutrition—or improper feeding,” 
and that between 1922 and 1939 
Britain had an average of 1,700,000 
unemployed. 

“As for Mr. Churchill, I have 


never been slow to acknowledge his 
war service, but during the past 
four years he has had a bad relapse 
into irresponsibility and party 
spite,” quoth Mr. Attlee.

‘frightening new responsibilities. As 
one Tokyo newspaper put it, “The 
series of violent outbreaks in recent 
months east a dark shadow.” 


The most threatening of these 
outbreaks were organized by pris- 
oners of war returning from Russia 
in the repatriation of what the Sov- 
iets claim are their last 95,000 
Japanese prisoners-of-war. Thor- 
oughly indoctrinated Communists 
by now, they rioted on the docks, 
staged sit-down strikes, and even 
dragged one captain before a “peo- 
ples’ court” on board his own ship. 


Japanese famiiles who had been 
urging repatriatién for the past 
three years naturally expected to 
find some ,Communistic tendencies 
among those returning to their 
native land; but now they: are horri- 
fied to find that these included utter 
contempt for traditional personal 
and family relationships. The full 
meaning of Communism ‘is now 
dawning on these “remain-at- 
homes.” 

‘There are some authorities who 
believe that the repatriates will turn 
out to be a smaller and a less effec- 
tive red weapon than either the 
police or the Japanese commuhists 
had anticipated. But most of the 
really responsible Japanese fear 
that these repatriations—coinciding 
as they do with Communist suc- 
cesses in China—mark the opening 
of an all-out Russian program for 
the complete communization of 


Japan.

the lews of flies were taste organs. 

They also learned that the 
shorter hairs of the pads on the 
end of the proboscis are taste or- 
gans. Fhe longer hairs are used a6 
sense of touch organs 

House flies were only one of 23 
apecies of insects examined by Dr, 
Frings and his wife in their study 
of taste habits. 

Possible taste organs of the in- 
sects were touched with fine glass 
needles, bearing either water, sugar 


_polutions, or a salt solution, after 


eontrol tests were made. 

Cockroaches, while unable to 
qaste with their feet, were found 
to have taste organs in three other 
places—on fecler-like ‘appendages 
protruding from the mouth parts, 
an a fold on the floor of the mouth} 
and a part of the lip. 

The roaches paid no attention to 
sugar water when these organs 
were removed. But they were able 
to find dog biscuit or other food 
particles.

Has X-Ray Eyes 


19-year-old South African stu- 
dent has recently caused a sensa- 
tion with his “X-ray eyes” which 
enabled him to “sée” water, gold 
and oil in the form of light rays. 

What is the secret of this strange 
faculty? Probably very much the 
same power as that possessed by 
the water-diviners of old and the 
“dowsers” as they are now called. 

Dowsing is now believed by many 
otherwise orthodox scientists to be 
a purely physical response to radia- 
tion, the reaction being caused not 
by water but by oil, minerals, 
archaeological relics, and even being 
used to determine the sex of eggs. 

The theory is that everything has 
its own wavelength and that the 
skilled dowser is a person sufficiently 
susceptible to those radiations to be 
able to act as a kind of “receiving 
act”.

In Australia 


The area worst affected by the 
flood waters was in the north of the 
state where the Hunter River broke 
its bank§ and four towns had to be 
evacuated. In the vicinity of Mait- 
land, Singleton, and Cessnock five 
inches of rain fell in one day, and 
the river rose forty-five feet. Com- 
munications broke down, and some 
areas were completely isolated.

Shephard, a very noted: marine ge- 
ologist, came out with some state- 
ments which all who like to dis- 
port themselves in the water, whe- 
ther swimmers or not, might do 
well to note for future use. Writing 
in the magazine PHYSICS TO- 
DAY he tells of extensive experi- 
ments and measurmentsa of beach- 
side water flow. And he says that 
— The net movement at the sur- 
face is ordinarily in approximately” 
the same direction as it is at inter- 
mediate depths and even near the 
bottom.” ;

Dr. Shephard jhastens to explain 
that this does nbt mean that there 


is no seaward current. Water 
brought in by the waves has to get 
back somehow, and everybody 


knows that bathers are often drag- 
ged out beyond their depth by some 
hydralic force. But thjs counter- 
movement, of the water is not a 
GENERAL UNDERTOW. It is a 
well-defined and LOCALIZED rip 
current, (sometimes called a rip 
tide.) *

A rip current is formed. when an 
incoming wave is bent by a ridge in 


the lake or ocean floor, or even by 
a pier or jetty. The ends of the 


wave converge in a pincers move- . 


ment, causing a pile-up of water, 
Then the piled-up water rushes 
back, generally along a narrow 
pathway defined by a miniature sub- 
marine canyon, Beyond the breakers 
this rip current fans out and loses

A poor swimmer, Shephard warns, 
should be on his guard against rips 
when breakers are more than 3 feet 
high. The height can he judged by 
standing knee-deep in water during 
upsurges and gazing seaward at the 
horizon, If waves breaking near 
shore do not cut off the view of the 
horizon, it is pretty safe to assume 
that the surf is not violent enough 
to cause dangerous rips

mers: “If the breakers are large, 
the poor swimmer should keep in

PALESTINE 

Shouting for “Bread and Work” 
some 400 Israeli broke into the 
courtyard of the Parliament Build- 
ing at Tel Aviv and battled with 
the police.

United States; and a Times report- 
er, after visiting one of the 330 
camps housing 66,000 immigrants 
found the inhabitants 
in hopeless idleness and too tired 
to understand that the State (of 
Israel) is new and that its funds 
are inadequate.” i 

After fifteen months of existence 
the Israeli Republic appears to face 
a bleak future. [t is over populated 
and under capitalized. At the be- 
ginning of the year immigrants 
were arriving at the rate of 225,000 
annually, while homes were going 
up for. less than ‘a quarter that 
number. 

Alarmed at the effect in foreign 
lands of reports on the existing 
situation, the Israeli Finance Min- 
istry called in reporters a few 
weeks ago and scoffed at predic- 
tions of the country’s collapse. Dur- 
ing the first half of 1949, according 
to the spokesman, $60,000,000 had 
been invested in Israel, while im- 
migration had dropped by almost 
one-half. 

But to sustain the Finance Min- 
jstry’s optimistic outlook, Israel is 
going to need far more. capital 
than it is getting from outside. 
Large/private investments are slow 
to develop. New businesses, accord- 
ing to the Official Gazette, are gen- 
erally capitalized at around $3,000. 
And ‘a speaker warned the Tel 
Aviv Gommercial Club that 200 
American business men, represen® 
ing an investment potential of one 
hundred million dollars, had visited 
the country and then left without 
signing any contracts at all. 

in other words shouting for the 
new Republic and damning the 
British for retarding its creation 
was one thing. Investing hard cash 
in it, now that it has got started, 
quite another! 


CHINA 

United States experts are trying 
to line up the Western Powers in 
at agreement not to extend any 
credits to Communist China, They 
figure that without big credits from 
the West the Chinese Reds will 
have to turn to Russia for ex- 
tensive help — help that Moscow 
cannot afford to give without mak- 
ing either the Russian people, of 
other Russian satellites, go short. 

Thus,. in theory, if the West 
gtands firm in refusing economic 
help, world Communism is bound 
to suffer, no matter what policy the 
Kremlin adopts. 

Only time, of course, can prove 
whether or not this theory is sound, 
But there seems to be no doubt 
that the Chinese Communists are 
having their troubles. Depression 
and inflation are crippling both 
Nanking and Shanghai. Since the 
Reds took overe checks passing 
through the Nanking clearing-house 
have dropped from 20,000 to 200 
a day. 

Up to a week or so ago only one 
ship had dared to run the National- 
ist blockade into Shanghai — and 
her cargo of cotton just doubled its 
value in the course of a voyage 
from Hong Kong. 

Trying to keep the city adminis- 
tration going, the Reds increased 
the Shanghai land tax one hundred- 
fold. And in an effort ‘to impose 
discipline on the hopelessly corrupt 
city then even cracked down on 
the mah-jongg gamblers, rounding 
them up‘in droves and putting them 
to work cleaning lavatories and 
sweeping the city streets. 


THE UNITED STATES 

Mr. Truman has been having 
rather tough going since he pulled 
the great surprise last November;

for an immense program of houws- 
ing for low-income families, slum 
clearance, and rural housing im- 
provements. 

Then, just a couple of weeks ago, 
the House of Representatives ap- 
proved a bill to broaden the cover- 
ave and raise the benefits of the 
federal social security system. Av- 
etage benefits for old age would 
be raised 80 per cent, and 11 million 
workers would be added to the 35 
million now covered by — social 
security. 

Passage of this measure at the 
next session of Congress is now 
regarded as nearly certain; and al- 
though it is somewhat less than the 
President originally, requested, it 
will be the most important social 
security improvement in the past 
decade. 

There are those who say that 
there is a certain lack of skill in 
President Truman's leadership. 
Nevertheless the stubborness with 
which he fights for his liberal con- 
victions are undoubtedly bearing 
fruit — backed, as it appears to be, 
by a strong tide of public opinion 
behind his social reforms. 


INDIA 


India has just celebrated its sec- 
ond anniversary as an independent}; 
and the record of accomplishment, 


surprisingly good. 

Because of monsoons and other 
disasters to crops; India has had 
to cope with more than the normal 
food- shortage. But she met the 
emergency by the importation of 
foodstuffs and by the most ambi- 
tious rationing scheme ever at- 
tempted anywhere —~ a rationing 


And this scheme proved amazingly 
effective. 

Now India, handicapped by an 
unfavorable balance of trade, wants 
to end her importations of food and 
aims to become self-sufficient in 
the matter of food by the end of 
1951. 

This, in a sense, is bad news for 
Canada, which shipped 10 million 
bushels of wheat to India_in the 
past 12 months, Nor ig Canada’s 
export outlook brightened by the 
new Indian program of locomotive 
manufacture. India has been im~ 
ponting railway stock from Canada 
and other countries in the past, but 
hopes to be making her own within 
a year and a half. 

But an increasingly prosperous 
India should eventually develop a 
higher standard of living, and will 
not only require Canadian goods 
but will have goods of her own to 
trade for them. At all events the 
progress has been made since India 
struck out, “on her own”. is far 
greater than nine-tenths of the 
“experts” were predicting two years 
ago, when the great event finally 
occurred.

Snall 1 buy my mixed poultry 
feed in the bag, or would it be bet- 
ter to mix my own? 

The answer to this question de- 
pends upon the circumstances. But 
if you're an average flock owner, 
there’s little reason why you should 
mix your own mash or concentrate 
today.

There's a difference between now 
and several years «go, when mix- 
tures were less complex. Then, 
some of the ingredients were not 


The small amount of farm-growa 
feeds contained in the chick ration 
doesn’t justify all the detail work 
of mixing, balancing and studying 
the cheapest or best combinations 
for producing the chick mash. 

* * a 


The laying ration presents an- 
other problem, although the princi- 
ple is the same. Instead of the hens 
requiring a high-protein ration, as 
do chicks or turkey. poults, they 
need a protien level of about 15’ tg 
15% per cent protein. Also in ton- 
trast with the chicks, the hens can 
eat larg quantities of whole grain.

Since. farmers usually ltave their 
own grains, it is most practical to 
feed a high-protein concentrate 
(about 26 per cent). Together, they 
will give you about the 15 per cent 
pretein ration your hens need.

So the farm flock owner needs 
only to buy a properly ‘balanced 


ready-mix of protein, mineral and 
vitaming to use his grains economuie- 


ally.

They make substitutions, leave 
out certain feeds that are not avail- 
able, or tontinue to use formulas 
long after better ones have been dis- 
covered through controlled experi- 
ments.

All this doesn’t mean that flock 
owners should not know the sé€crets 
of nutrition in poultry feeding. On 
the contrary, they ought to be able 
to interpret the faults of malnutri- 
tion in abnormal birds.

2 cups cider vinegar 
11% tablespoons broken stick 
cinnamon 
1 tablespoon whole cloves 
11% teaspoons celery seed 
3 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
2 medium onions, sliced 
14 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
14% cups sugar 
2 teaspoons paprika 
1% tablespoons salt 

Method—(1) Dip the tomatoes 
into boiling water one minute, then 
into cold water to loosen the skins, 
(Putting them into a cloth or the 
end of an old pillow-case makes the 
Peel, Combine 
your vinegar And spices; cover; and 
cook for half an hour. Remove 
from heat and let stand. 

(2) While the spices and vinegar 
simmering, place the peeled to- 
matoes in a kettle and mash with a 
potato masher. Add onions and 
pepper. Heat to boiling point, then 
let simmer for 15 minutes, stirring 
often, 

(3) Run the mixture through a 
sieve (or food-mill). Return to 
stove and add the sugar, Simmer 
until the mixture is reduced to half 
its « riginal volume, 

(4) Strain the spices and vinegar 
and discard the spices. Now add 
this liquid to your tomato mixture; 
‘add paprika and salt. Simmer until 
it is the desired consistency. 

(5) Pour ketchup while it is boi- 
ing hot into hot, sterilized jars and 
seal. When jare are cool, label and 
store in a cool place. This recipe 
makes about three pints of rich 
ketchup—and, of course, there’s no 
law against you “doubling up’ on 
the quantities if you.think the folke 
will want more. 

Next—well, do you think you 
could stand for a new pie recipe? 
That is to say, it was new to me up 
to about a month ago; but since I 
“tri it out” on the folks I had 
several requests for repeats. It's
